Eohlen und Halbaoh, but also oith most of the leading persons 
in tho Krupp rrganlsntlon. Uy rolatlonshlpa otth them ncrc not 
restrioted to collaboration In the business sphere* I had ahun- 
dant epportunltieo for a poreonal contact ulth then, and oas 
able to acquaint myself olth their private opinions in matters 
of a political and a social nature* 1 nas fanillar oith tho 
poroonal vieuo of the late Mr* Krupp von Bohlcn und Kalbneh ns 
regards the Rasi regime, and I knoo that he made represontationa 
to Hitler, together oith the head of the Siemens ooncorn. Nr* 
von Siemens, regarding the Rasi atrocities* Unfortunately, as he 
told me, nithout success* Zf oertain of the 
members of the Rasi party, they did so as a 
strong preasuro that oas brought to bear on 
peot by the Covernment and the Party* 

I never had the slightest oocasloa to doubt of the attitude of 
thooe non, and for that matter, the attitude of the entire aana- 
gement, in soolal maitorst on the oontrory, aolfare arrangcoonts 
for the uorkors and staff cere in general far superior to chat 
I have observed elseohero* 

In oonfidential eonversatlons, tho late Ur* Krupp von Bohlcn* und 
Halbaoh referred repeatedly to his fears that the Kitlor regime 
could lead us into oar, and that this oar could bo a eatastrophe 
for his firm, and for the oholo of Germany*

if thoy havO| as haa been allegedi aotod oontxory to thoir dutle 
as human beings.
